I knew the robbers were determined and 
pleaded with the man to open the door. 
The robbers told him that they would not 
hurt him if he did, and he opened it. 

“They ordered us to get into the car, 
one of them following us. The messenger 
gave up the keys to the boxes and the 
robbers opened them, taking out four 
sacks of money, two of them being so 
heavy that one man could not lift both. 

“They then ordered us ahead of them 
to help carry the sacks of money, and we 
walked back to the engine. The robbers 
constantly punched us in the backs with 
the muzzles of their guns. When we got 
to the engine the robbers jumped upon 
it, opened the throttle and the engine 
sprang away down the track. After they 
arrived in the neighborhood of Sacramento 
they jumped off, reversed the lever and 
sent the engine back over the track under 
a full head of steam. 

The first knowledge we had of this new 
act of the robbers was when we heard the 
engine’ coming down the track at a high 
rate of speed. At first we thought that it 
might be some ond coming to our aid; 
but a moment later realized that the en- 
gine was running away, and, stepping 
aside, were just in time to avoid being 
struck by the wreckage as the engine 
crashed into the train.“ 

Fireman E. S. Lincoln, who got a view 
of the robbers, says that there is no doubt 
of their being men who thoroughly un- 
derstood railroading. “The signal used 
in stopping us complied perfectly with the 
required form,” said he. “I think I 
should know either of the men if I were 
to ever see them. When the robbers or- 
dered the express messenger to open the 


submitted to the Secretary of the Interior, 
and the following abstract has been sent 
out for publication. The report states that 
the number of pensioners on the roll on 
June 30, 1893, was 966,021; that during the 
year 39,085 new pensioners were added 
to the rolls, 37,951 were dropped for death 
and other causes, and 2396, who were 
previously dropped, were restored to thé 
rolls. The number of pensioners upom the 
roll of June 30, 1894, was 969,554. 

The number of pension certificates issued 
during the year was 80,213, and 132,878 
claims of all classes were rejected. On 
July 1, 1894, there were undisposed of and 
in different stages of preparation and ad- 
vancement claims for pensions and for an 
increase to the amount of 619,067, for 
which 287,209 claims, original, widows’ 
and dependents’ and on behalf of persons 
not already on the rolls. These claims, 
save some recently filed, have been ex- 
amined more than once, and found lack 
ing in essential evidence. There are the 
same cases that have come down through 
the past years. The fact is referred to 
that under the laws the allowances de 
creased from 50,177 in 1876 to 9977 ten 
years later. 

The arrears act brought in a large num 
ber of new claims, increasing the allow- 
ances, and the disability act of June 27, 
1890, caused 363,797 claims to be filed the 
next year. As most of the claims were 
meritorious and simple as to proof under 
that law and under the prior law, which 
went beyond the law and rated disabilities 
as of service, original work was easy, and 
an expert examiner could glance over the 
papers and allow fifty or more in a day. 
Most of the force of special examiners 
were called in and put at this work. Dif- 
ficult cases and such as were lacking in 
proof or suspicious in respect to merit, 
or requiring special examination, were 
passed over, and now constitute a large 
part of the cases coming up for adjudi-

He said that when passing 
through the town of Washington he heard 
of the train-robbery, and was quite sure 
that he saw the two men on the ranch 
shortly after daybreak this morning. 

At that time he was going to an alfalfa 
field on the ranch to see about some horses 
that had broken into the field, and, while 
on the lookout for the horses, he observed 
two men making their way across an ad- 
joining field toward the river. They acted 
suspiciously, but not being aware at the 
time of the train-robbery, he made no 
effort to intercept them, or ask them 
what they were doing on his ranch. After 
having been informed of the robbery, he 
became doubly assured that the men he 
saw were the robbers. He described one 
of them as being much taller than the 
other, and one was armed with a Winches- 
ter rifle. Each had a valise, which ap- 
peared. to be rather heavy. Dr. Dixon’s 
employee is a trustworthy man, and there 
is no reason to doubt his story.

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SUING ON SPEC.” 
Banker Widemann Seeks to Recoup 
His Expenditures for Lil. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. — 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—H. A. Wide- 
mann of Honolulu, who is alleged to be 
in Washington at this time as a represen- 
tative of ex-Queen Liliuokalani, to bring 
suit’ againet the United States for a sum 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000, is giving 
the State Department considerable trouble. 
That he and those sympathizing with the 
ex-Queen in Hawaii are to endeavor to se- 
cure something for her from this country 
is no longer dowbted. 

From a high official in the State Depart- 
ment, the correspondent was told today 
that, while Widemann had made no par- 
ticular representations to Secretary Gres- 
ham in behalt of Queen Lélivokalani, the 
belief among diplomats in the State De- 
partment was that Widemann was dere 
for the express purpose of either bringing 
suit against the government, or to induce 
Congress at the coming session to settle 
with the representatives of the displaced 
monarchy on some financial basis. Secre- 
tary Gresham and President Cleveland, so 
it is learned, if Widemann either brings 
suit or presents the ex-Queen’s case before 
Congress, will put in an answer that the 
present administration àt one time offered 
to restore the Queen to the throne, but 
that the Queen declined to accept the terms 
of the Cleveland administration unless she, 
as the head of the restored monarchy, 
would be permitted to deal with the prin- 
cipals of the so-called revolution as ‘she 
pleased.

This was done 
speedily, and before the essenger 
or the mall-elerk or any ot the er train- 
men knew what was up, the engine was 
speeding ahead and drawing only the two 
forward mailcars and Wells-Fargo & Co.'s 
express-car. They went ahead about five 
miles, with the robbers and the engineer 
and. fireman on the engine.

JACKSONVILLE (Fia.,) Oct. 12.—Uniess 
there shall be a radica? change in public 
sentiment, there will be no opposition 
to the proposed fight here between Oor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons.

The porter went forward 
to see what had caused the signal, and 
was confronted by the robbers, who, it 
was learned, had given the signal.

IN A FLAMING Mow. 


Horrible Fate of Two Young Farm- 
ers—A Father’s Desperation.

PORTLAND (Ind.,) Oct. 12.—A frightful 
holocaust occurred at the residence of 
Nathan Greer, a farmer in the German 
settlement in Meyer county, cight miles 
northeast of Fort Recovery, O., about mid- 
night last night. The farm employees 
were engaged in threshing whoat, and 
Ellsworth McAfee, aged 27 years, and 
William Greer, aged 20, were in the hay- 
mow of the barn stacking away the straw. 
A spark from the engine found its way 
to the mow and set fire to the dry straw, 
which flashed up like powder. McAfee 
and Greer ran to escape the flames, but 
were cornered like rats in a trap, driven 
back by the blaze, and, although they 
tried hard to escape where a board had 
been knocked off, they met a horrible 
death by. suffocation. The flames swept 
over the bodies and burned them to a 
crisp, leaving only the charred trunks. 

The youths were missed, but it was 
not known that they had perished until 
the remains were found in the smoking 
ashes. Nathan Greer, father of one of the 
burned men, rushed into the burning barn 
in a fruitiess effort to save his son, and 
was dragged out of danger, but again 
went in. The second time the flames 
struck him and he was severely burned. 
He died this morning. He was 65 years 
old prominent and wealthy. 


No Mercy for Her.

A LAND DEAL. 


Dr. McQuesten Has Filed Suit for a 

Big Commission. .

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—A suit in- 
volving a large sum of money is now be- 
fore Judge Sanderson. Dr. Charles A. 
McQuesten is the plaintiff, and his action 
is directed against Flores, Hale & Co., 
Peter J. McGlynn, president of the corpo- 
ration; Robert J. L. Boyle, the secretary, 
and others. The suit involves transactions 
connected with the valuable property in

Hale. 

McQuesten is asking a judgment against 
the defendants for $200,000. He alleges 
that in June, 1893, he entered into a con- 
tract with the FPilores-Hale Company by 
which he was to secure purchasers willing 
to pay $1,000,000 for the Lower California 
property. In the event of his making the 
sale he was to receive as his commission 
20.per cent. of the purchase price over 
$200,000, the amount for which he sues. 
McQuesten charges that he did secure will- 
ing purchasers, and that the sale then fell 
th because the defendants were una- 
ble to furnish a good and valid title to 
portions of the land which they had ob- 
tained from the Mexican government sub- 
ject to certain conditions. 
charges that the defendants deceived him 
as to the title. j 

The defense in the case sets up the text 
of the contract, which provided that 
McQuesten was to receive his. commission 
only when the sale had been completed 
and the purchase money paid. 


A FAMILY’S DOWNFALL. 


Sir Edward Hertslet’s Son Defendant 
in a Divorce Suit.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—Mrs. Ethel 
Marion Barry Hertslet, the daughter of 
an eminent London musician, has brought 
suit for divorce against Gerald Spencer 
Hertslet, son of Sir Edward Hertslet, for- 
merly secretary to the Earl of Beacons- 
field, and at present librarian of the For- 
eign Office in England. The wife alleges 
infidelity and desertion, and asks for the 
custody of three children, now with their 


father in England. 


The Hertslets came here in 1885, settled 
in Lake county, California, and began to 
raise thoroughbred stock. Their neigh- 
bors were sons or nephews of titled En- 
glishmen, and the colony lived in luxurious 
style, yachting, coaching, private theat- 
ricals, and playing cricket, and occasion- 
ally farming. The combination of inter- 
ests was disastrous, and Hertslet lost 
350,000 in the venture. In 1892 the Herts- 
lets organized a theatrical company, and 
made a tour of @he Coast. This absorbed 
the balance of his fortune. Then a cable 
from London was received offering the 
husband a lucrative engagement and re- 
mitting $100 for expenses of the trip to 
England. He departed, leaving his wife 
behind. The divorce suit is the outcome, 
the wife being suspicious of the identity 
of the sender of the telegram. | 


BONDSMEN CAUGHT. 


Notary Hughes Forges Notes and His 
Sponsors Must Settle.

SAN JOSE, Oct. 12.—For several years 
one George C. Hughes was a notary public 
here, and did business in negotiating loans 
and selling notes and mortgages. He 
forged notes and mortgages to the amount 
of some $16,000, secured the cash from va- 
rious persons and fied.

TEN CROSSWALKS FOR EACH COUN- 
CILMAN—OTHER MATTERS. 

The Board of Public Works had a quiet 
meeting yesterday morning. Action on the 
petition of the Los Angeles Consolidated 
Electric Railway for a franchise under 
which to electrize what are known as the 
Kuhrts-strect and cable lines now in con- 
trol of the company, was postponed for one 
week. —

City Bond Propositions. 
EXPLANATIONS IN VIEW OF THE 
GENERAL MISUNDERSTANDING. 

There appears to be a general misunder- 
standing in regard to the various city bond 
propositions for which proceedings have 
been instituted. The amounts for the sev- 
eral improvement purposes were all men- 
tioned in the one ordinance of intention, 
and this fact seems to have led a good 
many people to believe the several proposi- 
tions cannot be voted on separately. 

It is stated emphatically, however, that 
this is not the case. Although the items 
are all included in the erdinance of inten- 
tion, each of them may be voted on sepa- 
rately at the dime of the election. The 
voter may express his choice on each propo- 
sition without reference to any other propo- 
sition. 

In the matter of the refunding bonds, 
spoken of in yesterday’s Times, it is given 
as a reason for not pushing the question at 
present that its agitation, or more particu- 
larly the calling of an election to vote such 
bonds, may result in defeating the proposed 
bonds for school, park and other improve- 
ments. It is expressed as ing feared 
that a great many voters would get the 
false idea that the voting of bonds for 
refunding purposes would be adding just 
so much to the indebtedness of the city. 
[t is feared that if a refunding bond 
election were called for the day succeed- 
ing the day on which the other bond ques- 
tions are submitted so as to save expense 
for the putting up of booths, etc.—it would 
serve to defeat the other bonds for the 
raising of money greatly needed for the 
improvement of the schools. 
As has been heretofore explained the 
issuance of refunding bonds by the city 
would not be adding to the city’s debt, but 
rather would be lessening it. It would 
virtually be to borrow money at about 5 
per cent. interest with one-fortieth of the 
principal payable each year, and use the 
money thus raised to pay a debt bearing 
6 or 7 per cent. interest, one-twentieth of 
the principal of which is payable each 


ear. 

The refunding talked of is in no way con- 
nected with the bonds p 

voted for improvements. It is only the 
borrowing of money payable in smaller 
annual installments and at a lower rate of 
interest to pay what the city is now 
owing. 


The Public Parks. 


‘THE MORALITY QUBSTION DISCUSSED 


BY THE COMMISSION. 
The Park Commission is working on the 
question of maintaining morality in the 


L public parks, but instead of taking up | 


the matter in open board it seams to be 
the intention to take action on it in se- 
cret session. The cases of improper con- 
duct, which have been reported dre, how- 
ever, stated not to be very serious. 

For some reason, however, the mem- 
bers of the board seem to fear that if the 
mattér is brought before an open session 
it will cause undue alarm. No action was 
taken on it by the commission at yester- 
day's meeting. 

There was a4 full attendance and con- 
siderable discussion was had over the 
brutal attack of three or more hoodlums 
on the man in charge at East Side Park 
last Sunday. Some of the commissioners 
expressed themselves very pertinently to 
the effect that the city should provide bet- 
ter protection for the parks. As a meas- 
ure of relief the superintendent was re- 
quested to recommend that some of the 
men employed in the several parks be 
appointed as special policemen. 

ssioner Pinney and Superintend- 

ent Legrand were appointed a commit- 
tee to have a small propagating house 
built at Blydian Park and also to have 
a suitable small structure erected in Echo 
Park, to provide shade for boats there.

Important Street Improvement Case. 


The case of the Los Angeles Lighting 
Company vs. the City, commonly known as 


the Aliso-street paving case, was resubmit- 


ted to the Supreme Court in bank yester- 
day. A decision will be awaited with a 
great deal of interest, for it is expected 
that on this decision will hang the consti- 
tutionality of the Bond act for street pav- 
ing. The Bond Act, it will be understood, 
is a statute by means of which street im- 
provements, such as grading, paving, sew- 


ering, ete., may be done in about the same 


manner as under the Vrooman act, except 
that the work done under it may be patd 
in installments instead ot all at one time, 
as under the latter. The Bond act is a fa- 


cided to be constitutional, will undoubtedly 
give a considerable impetus to street im- 
provement.

The Supreme Court. 
SEVERAL CASES DISPOSED OF—GEN- 
BPRAL COURT NEWS. 

In the Supreme Court yesterday before 
Chief Justice Beatty, and Justices McFar- 
land, Harrison, Garoutte, Fitzgerald and 
Van Fleet sitting in bank, the following

BIG REWARD FOR SOUTHERN 
PACIFIC TRAIN-ROBBERS. 


Gigantic Robberies Charged in Con- 
nection With the Santa Fe—The 


The train robbery near Sacramento 
Thursday night, in which the robbers se- 
cured 350,000 in gold coin, was all the 
talk in local railroad circles yesterday. 
This is one of the biggest hauls ever made 
by bandits, and of course has caused a 
great sensation. The railroad officials will 
spare nO means to- bring the robbers to 
justice. During the afternoon the follow- 
ing was received from railroad headquar- 
ters at San Francisco: 3 

SAN FRANOTSsco, Oct. 12, 1894.— United 
States Marshals, Sheriffs, Constables, 
Police and other Officers: At or about 
9:30 on the evening of October 11, the 
overland mail and express train, No. 3, 
was stopped by robbers about five miles 
west of Sacramento in Yolo county, Cal, 
The express car was* robbed of about 
$50,000 in gold coin. The trainmen and 
express messenger were shot at several 
times to accomplish the robbery. The 
following is a brief description of the 
robbers as near as is known at present: 

One about six feet high, weighing about 
200 pounds; the other about five feet nine 
inches high, weighing about 170 pounds. 
Each wore linen dusters and masks, and 
had their faces whitened.

As to the 
net results, it ts said that Colton alone 
exceeded Redlands, but then Colton had 
much less fruit to market. The associa- 
tion shipped 227 cars, out of a total crop 
of about 400 cars. 

The association unanimously resoived to 
offer the several shippers equal opportun- 
ities to handle Redlands fruit, no packer 
to pack Redlands fruit outside the 
ciation. It was stated during ‘the meeting 
that the Karl Fruit Company was willing 
to sign a contract with the association 
to do business, just as the association does 
with the Haight oo pan x. 

The Redlands orange-growers appear to 
be generally well satisfied with the re- 
sult of their co-operative work last season. 

The contract finally decided upon em- 
braces the following points: 

The growers are to deliver the crop, the 
packer to furnish packing-house facilities, 
labor and material at an equal price per 
box, to give receipt for the amount in 
pounds weighed in, and report to the 
grower the number of boxes of each grade 
packed from that amount, packers to guar- 
antee f.0.b. sales at a price not less than 
that fixed upon by a committee of grow- 
ers. 
| All No. 1 or first-grade fruit fs to be 
branded “Redlands.”” Packers to receive 
an equal commission on gross sales and to 
pay cash not later than one week after 
the shipment; also to dispose of al) fruit 
not later than May 1, 1895; packers to 
handle no fruit except that of signers of 
the contract. 


The growers signing the act to se- 
lect a committee of five ‘which shall have 
a right to inspect all accounts and cor- 


time of delivery of. fruft to be left entirely } 
to each individual grower and the packer. 

The committee selected by the growers 
under the contract to act as a commit- 
tee of arbitration in * between 
packers and growers. 

The committee of chose . signing 
with any one packer to meet with like 
committees. representing each. Growers 
who have signed a like contract with other 
several growers and these several commit- 
tees to form a fruit-growers’ union. 

E. C. Kimball, an orange- grower of Po- 
mona, sends The Times a long communi- 
cation, strongly warning growers against 
having anything to do with this Redlands | 
proposition, which ‘he gonsiders imprac- 
ticable and unwise. Mr. Kimball’s com- 
nruntcation is too lengthy to print entire. 
He closes as follows: 

“A straight contract Hetween the indi- 
vidual growers and packer admita of nor 
requires any “‘union,”’ as this condition is 
all that any grower would ask, but that 
principles and common sense. These two 
factors are as essential in the marketing 
of oranges as in any other business trans- 
action, and in this line as in any other, 


may feel that it will serve a double pur- 

pose—disorganization at Redlands as well 
as in other sections ‘that may be unfortu- 
nate enough to have growers who feel 
that the rights and privileges of the indi- 
vidual are usurped. In view of the results 
of co-operation the past season I earnestly 
entreat every grower who may have any 
doubts on the subject to stand by the prop- 
osition which is proven a success, and if 
there is any business done under this form 
of contract as stated, bide nis time for 
results. *

Curing California Lemons. 


In his paper on Lemons and Lemon- 
curing’ before the Farmers’ Institute at 
Santa Barbara recently, N. W. Blanchard 
of Santa Paula, one of our most extensive 
and successful lemon-growers, 9a 

“The essentials for keeping lemons sev- 
eral months are to exclude the air, or any 
eirculation of air around the fruit, and at 
the same time to give ample circulation of 
air about the trays or boxes that contain 
the lemons. 

My experience is, that if there are a 
good many boxes of lemons closely 
that even with cool weather there will be 
some to decay, and as soon as one lemon 
begins to rot there is heat generated and 
this acts like yeast, and fermentation and 
rottenness spread rapidly. I do not think 
expensive buildings are necessary. I have 
seen no better cured and preserved lemons 
than were wrapped in pieces of newspaper, 
placed in layers in common boxes with 
more paper between layers, and all covered 
with light covering so as to shut of all 
circulation of air, and all piled in the end 
of an airy barn. These lemons were shown 
to me in July, and I was informed that 
they were cut in November previous. The 
lemons were firm, finely colored and in ex- 
cellent condition for shipment. 

“I have Seen no reason for changing my 
method of curing lemons. I continue to 
use trays 2x3 feet and three inches deep 
that hold each one layer only of lemons. 
They are convenient to work with and to 
examine the .lemons. They should be 
carefully made, so that when the trays are 
stacked one on the other there is no chance 
for the air to reach the fruit. 

“The lemons are frequently picked, if 
there are any suitable to pick, so as to pre- 
vent having over-large and over- — 
I generally use a ring two and 
ter inches in 1 Nu take all chat 
will not pass through 

“The lemons are — pon to the fruit, 
handled very carefully, hauled from the 
orchard in a truck on springs, washed im- 
mediately if smutty or ty, then placed 
in trays, and from one to ten days after- 
ward piled away for keeping, if they are 
to be kept, or need the darkness to color. 
If already colored and needed for quick 
shipment and quick consumption, the trays 
are crosspiled, so as to give them all the 
air possible. If for remote shipment, the 
lemons should be shipped quite hard and 
even a little green, for they will cure in 
— and in the 
retaller.”’

Having friends in „ and per- 
sonal introductions to some of the large 
fruit importers, and not having anything 
to sell—merely showing the samples from 
a pardonable pride in our products—I was 
in a position to get a candid and unbi- 
ased opinion. And I got it. 

‘There are great possibilities in England 
still, and we shall yet find her a great 
consumer of California dried peaches and 
apricots, and, I believe, also of pears, nec- 
tarines and prunes. 

I differ from those of the brokerage 
fraternity who say such a business can 
only be done through the ordinary chan- 
nels. We are all apt to be narrow-minded 
in our cular calling. Because for 
ages our forefathers had taught us the 
N was flat, we believed it was flat. 

I repeat that a depot opened in the West 
End ‘of London, well supplied wi our 
best fruit products; a place where the 
same could be sampled, properly prepared 
for eating; a judicious distribution of lit- 
erature, laying stress upon hygiene (with 
the opinions of noted physicians;) an exhi- 
bition of these. products. at horticultural 
and food shows; the patronage of some 
persons moving in the best society, and a 
good word from the editor of some 
sporting paper circulating among cludmen 
and others; these and similar means would 
soon popularize a high-priced, fancy ar- 
ticle, which would pave the way for the 
introduction of the same goods in cheaper 

packages, which would be consumed by 
the middle classes.

It is estimated that the city of San Fran- 
cisco expends over $1,000,000 annually in 
the purchase of eggs alone. What is true 
of San Francisco is also true, in propor- 
tion, of most other California cities.

It 
will be many years before the supply in 
California is at all commensurate with 
the demand. The soil and climatic condi- 
tions of the State, in the warm, well- 
sheltered valleys, are not to be excelled 


for the purpose of poultry-raising in any 
known portion of tne world. 


Raising Chickens in Summer. 


(J. W. Forgeus of Santa Cruz in the 
‘California Cultivator:) Summer hatching 
seems to be a most unpopular thing with 
poultrymen, and unless proper surround- 
ings are furnished for young chickens 
they are not likely to do much late in the 
season. This summer, contrary to my 
expectations, I have been very successful. 

Since I storped my incubators for the 
season I have been hatching under hens, 
the eggs from two trios of birds. These 
birds 12 deen laying steadily ever since 
February, and certainly are not at their 
best, still the eggs have hatched well, and 
I have never seen chickens do better 
than these little fellows. One brood that 
commenced hatching this morning are all 
out tonight, every egg having hatched. 

our broods hatched in the last three 
weeks are running in the orchard now. 

For the first forty-eight hours I feed 
nothing, then bread in sweet milk, 
for three days. After this cracked wheat 
to run to and meat and green bone in 
the morning, onions for noon and bread 
soaked in milk for night. I always squeeze 
out all the extra milk and leave the bread 
as dry as possible. I put the chickens in 
the orchtrd, there is plenty of 
shade, and keep a piece of moist ground 
for them. I am sure any one who will 


try this plan for summer chicks will suc- 
ceed if the chickens are kept free from 
sure preventive 


vermin. Gas lime is a 
of mites and flees. 


There has been some discussion as to 
the relative susceptibility of various 
breeds of cattle to tuberculosis. Director 
Henry of the Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 
tion says that in regard to the breeds at- 
tacked with that disease in the station 
herd there were Jérseys, Holsteins, Short- 
horns and Ayrshires, with some grades of 
the several breeds. To charge any par- 
ticular breed with being more liable to 
consumption than others is, in his judg- 
ment, entirely unwarranted. 


Horses in Hot Weather. 


(Minnesota Horseman:) Cold is one of 
the best tonics as an invigorator of diges- 
tion as well as of nervous energy and mus- 
cular contractibility. Heat, on the other 
hand, takes out the tension from all tissue 
chemically, as it does out of overheated 
metal, and physically by lessing the ap- 
petite, and in a manner stated relaxing and 
thus enervating the functions. If the 
owner or driver could but realize that 
ennul overtakes the horse precisely as it 
overtakes the man when oppressed by heat 
and fatigue, and however much the lash 
may be brought into requisition for the 
purpose of infusing new energy, the reac- 
tion relaxation following the hurt eaused 
by the whip, leaves the poor beast more 
exhausted than ever before. The trouble 
in hot weather fs that the horse, as men- 
tioned, cannot replenish rapidly enough to 
enable him to keep up a severe strain 
continuously, simply because the appetite 
and digestion are weakened and the relax- 
ing effect of the heat is enervating. This 
emergency may be met by driving in the 
early morning and in the after part of the 
day. If the drive continues all day, one 
of the best modes of relief is to now and 
then get in the shade for half an hour 
loosening the check, and while taking this 
little respite, if the horse can get access to 
a bite of grass for five or ten minutes, this 
will be — ound to be wonderfully inspiring. 
Driving ‘with a check short enough to give 
weariness to the neck when the heat is 
debilitating is one of the most unwise prac- 
tices than can be ventured upon. The 
horse, if checked up at all, should have 
this done very moderately, and an occa- 
sional spat at the water-trough, the check 
being taken off, will give great retief.

but after the silage has been fed down 
so as to clear one’s head, a few loose 
boards laid over the top, and half a ton of 
straw put on, will keep the cold air out 


from above, and there will not be any 


more frost seen in the pit. 

Filling the silo may be fast or slow, as 
one chooses, but as a rule it is best not 
to allow more than three days to elapse 
between fillings, or there is Mable to be a 
dark streak at the place where the last 
filling commences. The smaller varieties 
of corn may be put in Whale, if put in the 
pit tops and butts reversed; and all put in 
“east and west,” so to speak. Green hay 
well trod into the corners now and then 
will keep the air from going down and 
spoiling more or less silage in cor- 
ners. The larger kinds of corn can, we 
think, be cut into the silo with manifest 
economy, especially in the taking out. 
From forty to fifty pounds of silage dally 


cow, and this, if reinforced with about five 
pounds of seconds,“ oats, if handy, and 
gluteen meal and a little, clover hay at 
night—three or four poun es up an 
ideal ration for a winter mileh cow.

The census bulletin on the ownership of 
farms and homes in California gives some 
interesting information. The land owners 
are in much better condition than they 
are sometimes represented to be. The 
State is not plastered with mortgages, nor 
are the land-owners eating up their cap- 
ital by borrowing money to meet their 
living expenses. Most of the es 
represent money borrowed to buy the land 
or to put on improvements which make it 
valuable, and the proportion of debt to 
value makes a good showing for fanmers 
and lot-cwners. 

Of the farms in California in 1890, 76 out 
of every 100 are owned by the men who 
cultivate them. The other 24 are hired. 
This shows a higher average of owners 
than in the country at large. A _ few 
months ago the census office issued a bul- 
letin of farm mortgages for twenty-two 
States, and in these 68 out of every 100 
farms were occupied by thelr owners, and 
the other 32 by renters.

The company is to be reorganized 
at once with a capital stock of $4,000,000, 
and it is stated that at least $1,000,000 will 
be invested within the next year in build- 
ing a new dam ninety feet in height at 
Bear Valley Lake, quadrupling the storage 
capacity and enabling the company to fur- 
nish both the Perris and San Bernardino 
valleys with all the water needed.

“A word of caution to holders of West- 
ern farm lands is timely for a number of 
reasons. In the first place there is every 
reason to believe that the worst that can 
be approhended in connection with the 
Western situation has been fully dis- 
counted in the drop in real estate prices 
which has already taken place.

prices will go lower. The chances are that 
values will enhance rather than depreciate. 
In some localfties there is already reported 
to be a better demand for farm properties. 
Prices are bound to be low for several 
years, but, there is good reason to believe, 
with an upwam tendency.
